by resolution ot the Committee on Organ! 
zation at its meeting .Monday, September 8. 
then presented its report. 


After dwelling upon the ancient history

eratic party nor faltered in its support ol 
the candidates nominated and in the princi 
plesenu'iciateil Iroin ths platform of the 
National Democratic Conventions, the re

UUIX WORKED BY FLOODS, 


Tha Damage In the 
Chlppcwa Vaile) 


fZ.OOO.OOO—Tho River Slowly Falling. 
EAU CLAIKE, Wis., Sept. 13.—The situa- 


tion in the city afte/ the havoc created by 
the floods is decidedly distressing. The 
water in the Chippewa, after nearly reach- 
ing the tweuty-seven-foot mark, and the 
Ean Claire proportionately, has left the 
streets, and the business center is full of 
logs, debris and other stuff. The loss in the 
Chippewa Valley will not bo leas than $3,- 
1)00,000. Not a bridge is left from Chippewa 
Falls to the mouth of the river. The greater 
number of the dams from above the falls 
have all been swept away, and will have to 
be tebnilt this winter. The destruction ol 
property in the city proper is mucti more 
than was at first estimated. At Posterville, 
six miles above this place, the ruin is terri- 
ble. 
A dozen or more houses have been 


swept away, and the lumber yards of the 
Northwestern Lumber Company have been 
greatly reduced 
by 
the 
carrying of] 


of lumber. The amount 
has not yet 


been 
estimated. 
The 
flats 
on 
the 


north and west sides of the river are in a 
pitiful condition. The homeless ones, to 
the credit of sev.eral ladies' aid societies 
and other charitable institutions, are being 
well cared for. The saw-mills are iu good 
shape. The draws of Point Creek and Lit- 
tle Falls dam were opened Thursday, al- 
lowing all surplus logs to pass through. 
Tliese dams were nearly overflowing from 
a surplus of water, calculated at the proper 
time to create 
an artificial rise that 


would tend to make a thorough cleaning 
out of logs from the falls to the Missis- 
sippi. The water being so high in the

MDRDERERS OS THE 
GALLOWS. 


Johnson, the Coloreil Cincinnati Assassin 


Wlio Sold Hia Victims' Bodies, and 
Hutchings, the California Strangler, Ex- 
piate Their Crimes. 
SANFi:ANCisco,.Cal., Sept 13.—Frant 


Hutchings, who strangled his mistress Julj 
10 last, was hanged here at 13:43 yesterday. 
The murderer, who was thirty years of age, 
maintained a firm demeanor ever since lib 
arrest, and showed.no sign of fear when 
mounting the scaffold, taking his place ot 
the trap without assistance. His neck was 
not broken by tlie fall, and he lived foi 
thirteen minutes after the drop fell, dying 
finally of strangulation. Medical men whc 
were present at the execution say the vital- 
ity of the murderer was something remark- 
able. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept 
13.—Benjamin 


Johnson (colored) was hanged yesterday 
morning for complicity with Allen Ingalls 
in tlie murder of Beverly Taylor and wife 
and their little girl, uearAvotidale, last Feb- 
ruary 
The bodies of the victims of that 


crime were immediately brought by In- 
galls and Johnson to the Ohio Medical 
College and the murderers received S<15 for 
the subjects. A week afterward the bodies 
were found in the college and Ingalls and 
Johnson were arrested. Tlie atrocity of 
this crime, together with the action of the 
jury in fixing the grade of William Berner'a 
crimn al manslaughter when it was a cleai 
case of murder in the fust degree, were 
potent causes leading to tlie riot. 


Johnson was attended the last fifteen 


minutes in his cell by Dr. Joyce alone, 
Tho Sheriff read the warrant a few minutes 
before ten o'clock. 
Johnson listened witli 


a wild look but said nothing. 
He knelt on 


the scalfold during a very brief prayer, and 
then made a short speech declaring his in- 
nocence and saying he was prepared to die. 
liis death was almost instantaneous and 
without a peculiar feature. 
The execution 


took place in tlie jail-yard, the scaffold being 
screened by cauvas.

ual, did not join them at the table, but sat 
In a chair in a corner of the room. 
While 


,he ladies were eating, Miss Messer heard 
a 
sharp click, and turning saw 
her 


father with a revolver 
In his 
hand. 


She arose from her chair, and her moth- 
er exclaimed: "Oh, how could you do it!" 
The words were scarcely uttered when 
the old man 
turned toward 
her and 


ared two shots at her in rapid succession. 
Ono of the shots took effect in her breast 
aud the other passed entirely through her 
body, piercing tlie liver. 
The woman 


screamed, tottered into the sitting-room, und 
fell beside her daughter, who also received 
a bullet in tlie breast Then Messer placed 
the revolver to his right temple and fired. 
The 
bullet passed through tlie 
he.itl, 


coming out at tlie left templo. He <IieJ 
immediately after falling to 
the lioor. 


Mrs. Messer staggered to lier feet, made 
her way to the front porch, and screamed 
for help. 
When the neighhms enteied the 


sitting-room they found Mary Me.iser lying 
on her back in the parlor doorway, tiie 
blood trickling from her wound. 
One of 


the men attempted to enter tlie dining-room 
in search of water. As lie was about 
to 
outer, 
tlie 
woman 
screamed: 


"Don't go iu tliere, for God's sake, 
don't!" 
The 
man 
returned 
and 


went into tiie parlor, wheie he found Mrs. 
Messer lying near one of the windows. 
Both the women were talceu up-sturs and 
put to bed. In the meantime the dining- 
room was entered, and JUsser's body was 
found lying in a pool of blnol. When Dr. 
Kyerson arrived an hour later he found the 
women fntally wounded. They can not 
live mor» than a day. 


Justice Dennis held an inquest, on the 


body of Masser, and the ante-inurtum state- 
ment of Mrs. Messer and her daughter were 
read to the jury. After listening to tlie 
testimony of other witnesses, who arrived 
on the scene after the shooting, tlie jury do- 
cided that Messer came to his death by a 
pistol shot discharged by his own bund 
while temporarily insane.
